Millions of fighting men—freshly outfitted 
and equipped—will have to be moved from 


Europe halfway around tho globe find supplied 
day-in, day-out by hundreds of new ships now 
building. 
More of everything will be needed. Moro 
B-29’s. More tanks, half-tracks, jeeps, and 
trucks. More rockets, mortars, airborne radar.’

Six months after steel 
and other materials are allocated 
for consumer appliance produc­ 
tion, some finished ranges will be 
on the market, according to m an­ 
ufacturers. Homemakers who have 
p u rc h ased bonds for new g as 
ranges after the war can look for­ 
ward to simplified top burner cook­ 
ing, with speed more than ever an 
important factor. Multiflame top 
burners of pre-war ranges were 
designed in standard size, and in 
giant size for quantity cooking 
where a wider flame spread is 
needed for large utensils. Since 80 
per cent of the cooking is done on 
top burners, designers of tomor­ 
row7^ ranges hint that there may 
be a wider variety of sizes— such 
as simmering burners and several 


o th er sizes a d a p te d to special 
cooking needs. 
One of the achievements in top 
burners will be more even distribu­ 
tion of heat, due to new7 burner 
designs. This wrill mean the elimi­ 
nation of hot spots, sometimes 
unavoidable even at sim m e rin g 
te m p e ra tu re s — an improvement 
which wull be welcomed by all 
cooks. 
Grates or utensil supports on 
top burner 
section will be de­ 
signed to reduce tipping of uten­ 
sils. The new style grates also 
will make for easier cleaning and 
s m a rte r appearance. P o stw a r 
m odels m ay be more g en erally 
equipped with integral griddles, 
special cookers and w a rm in g 
ovens; as auxiliary sections these 
may have thermostatic control of 
temperature and automatic igni­ 
tion, thus furthering the simplifi­ 
cation of cooking.
